1894 Also a 
statement of the debt of the Terntory both bonded and float- 
ing, showing what portion of the bonded debt was incurred by 
the Tenitory and what portion by counties and cities, and 
how the interest 1s paid on the same 

You will notice that a deficit of sixteen thousand, seven 
hundred and sixteen dollars and eighty-eight cents ($16,- 
716,88) is shown 

This amount was due from Wm Chisty when he turned 
over the office to his successor, Jame. A Fleming, May 17, 
‘1893 Iam informed that Territorial Treasurer Christy used 
this money to purchase fundable warrants of the various 
counties m the anticipation of a sale of bonds by the Loaa 
Commission, but as the bonds have never been sold, the defic.t 
still remains 

Treasurer Fleming on taking charge of the office found 
it necessary to balance all the accounts and distribute the

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While the Territory assumes the payment of all the 
above debt, yet the last figures show the actual amount of 
debt incurred for Teriitorial purposes, and the interest on 
$1,334,899.57 is paid by the counties and cities for which the 
debt was funded 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


As many of the counties are not provided with a safe 
place for keeping the county funds, I believe that a law 
should be passed making the taxes payable semi-annually, m 
December and June of each year 

There are other advantages to this plan than that of 

safety ~. Under the present system a large amount of money 
1- taken out of mrculation every December, enough to make 
quite a stuingency in the money market Much of thi- 
money remains in the hands of the various Treasmers to 
meet expenses six months ahead. . 
" There is no need of it costing the Territory or counties 
any mote to have the taxes payable ‘semi-annually than an- 
nually as the taxes would be levied and property assessed 
just as it is done now and the full amount put upon the col- 
lection register, but 1f one-half of the amountis paid on the 
date that the taxes are due in ~December, then the balance 
would not he due until a similal date in the following 
June, but if the first half is not paid when due, the whole 
amount becomes due and collectable the same as under the 
present law. 

Many of the olde: states have adopted this plan and have 
found it to be much more satisfactory than annual payments. 

I would suggest that your Excellency 1ecommend to the 
Legislature the passage of such a law.
